The magazine appears to be an effort based in the 
United States (see page 4). I do not find any Tony 
Sampson listed as a staff member. Four U, S. Congressmen 
are listed on the Magazine's Board of Advisors. 


I showed the magazine to Robert M. Freeman, Jr., 
yesterday. He is a friend of the Agency, prominant in 
the black community in Washington, a former associate 
director of the Peace Corps, and well-known for his work 
in the insurance business in Africa. He said he had 
never heard of the magazinesor of the organization which 
issues it. He thought that the appearance of the Congress- 
men on the Board of Advisors, to say nothing of all the 
African dignitaries, was strictly a pro-forma or 
ceremonial operation by the gentlemen involved. He did 
not recognize any names of the staff members either.
